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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The proposed provision of evidence concerning the dictionary definition of "knob" and its apparent intent to now 
structurally limit the finally rejected claims in a manner otherwise not previously set forth in the claims is noted. However, it is also noted 
that there has not been provided any explanation regarding why this evidence is now necessary nor why it was not earlier presented. Note 
that it was never previously argued that the term "knob" had any special structural meaning, let alone that it served to patentably distinguish 
the then amended claims over the applied prior art. Accordingly, the proposed submission of this new evidence is considered to constitute 
a new issue requiring further consideration and/or search and will not be entered. Furthermore, it would appear that the proposed evidence 
fails to support the position that knobs are required to be rounded as the first definition provided by Applicant evidences that a "knob" is 
merely a projecting part and this projecting part is "usually rounded" (but clearly not required to be rounded since, if required to be rounded, 
the term "usually" would not have been included in the definition). It is also noted that there is no explanation of how the knob is "rounded" 
or that a knob otherwise is required to possess a spherical shape as that part that is "rounded". 
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
